Tue Courts now known as the Courts of Small Causes in the Presidency towns were 
established by a Charter of George the Second; dated Sth January 1753, and would 
accordingly appear to be the oldest Courts at present existing ia British India. 

‘They have from time to time undergone many changes, their constitution having beet 
remodelled, their jurisdiction extended, and their procedure amended by various enactments 
and orders, in particular by Acts IX of 1850 and XXVI of 1864, which placed them on

8. The want of any power to execute the decree of 1 Small Cause Court against 
immoveable property, except by the circuitous process of instituting a stitwmpon such decree 
in the High Court has for many years past been complained of as involving an ue hard- 
ship’ to plaintiffs, and in some places, particularly in Madras, driving them to institute their 4 
suits in the High Court instead of in the Small Oause Court.
